GERMAN UNITS PUSHED 


BACK 


Reports received in Moscow last 
night stated that the Russians had 
driven back some German units as 
much as 100 miles. These ‘‘drives’’ 
had taken place at points where 
the German armoured spearheads 
had succeeded in advancing, the 
reports said, according to the 
Associated Press. 
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Both sides repeat their claim to 
have inflicted heavy casualties. 

At Mantua  vesterday Signor 
Mussolini said farewell to a new con- 
tingent of Fascis t troops for the 
Russian front, telling them that for 
six years the Italian people had shown 
tenacity and capacity for sacrifice. 

Lieutenant Soldan, writing In the 
Voelkischer Beobachter, is quoted in a 
Zurich message as saying that ' the 
prospect of victory depends on the 
maintenance of the few available roads 
which are really serviceable.’’ He 
also describes how German divisions 
continually push forward, “ although 
they know that the gap behind them 
instantly closes again, cutting them off 
from communications and supplies.’

Lut Moscow claims that only four or 
five got through, that their bombs 
caused only slight: damage, and that 
fires which broke out were quickly 
extmguished. 


TRIAL COMING 


In London the view taken in well- 
informed circles is that the position, on 
the whole, appears very satisfactory. 
How the Soviets will fare in the next 
few weeks will, it is thought, depend 
upon the completion of their mobuilisa- 
tion and the extent to which men and 
equipment are spread out. 


GERMAN REVIEW 


Last night’s commentary on the 

German High Command communique 
from military sources said: “ In the 
southern sector of the front the libera- 
tion of Bessarabia has been completed 
with the oecupation by Rumanian 
troops of Ankerman, on the Black Sea, 
at the mouth of the Dnieper. In little 
more than five weeks the German and 
Rumanian forces, under the command 
of General Antonescu, have seized the 
whole of Bessarabia from the Soviets. 
From the occupied Ankerman to the 
chief Black Sea port and harbour of 
the Ukraine. Odessa, it is only 50 kilo- 
metres by air. . Odessa is, therefore, 
being drawn nearer to the front line. 
\‘ In the Southern Ukraine German, 
Rumanian, Hungarian and Slovakian 
units are pressing after the retreating 
enemy, so that the southern flank 1s 
approaching the Black Sea on a broad 
front. 

‘In the northern sector the libera- 
tion of Karelia by the Finns is making 
further progress. -In the narrow strip 
of territory between Lake Ladoga and 
Lake Onega Finnish troops, com- 
mauded by Field-Marshal Mannerheim, 
have already crossed the old Finnish- 
Soviet frontier at three points, and 
are now pressing forward on the other 
side of the frontier towards the Mur- 
mansk railway. In spite of the Soviet 
fortifications behind the new, as wel 
as the old, Finnish-Soviet frontiers, 
and despite unfavourable terrain, the 
Finns have regained in five weeks what 
it took the Soviets in 1940 more than 
three months to secure.”’

ALLEGED TRADE BLOCKADF 


HELSINKI, Tuesday. 


The text of the communication made 
to the British Minister here notifying 
the suspension of diplomatic relations 
between Finland and Britain was pub- 
lished to-day. It runs: “ In a conver- 
sation at the Finnish Foreign Office 
with the British Minister in Helsinki, 


Mr. Vereker, the Finnish Foreign ! 
Minister, M. Witting, on July 28, 


made the following notifications and

‘* As a result oí special restrictions 
imposed on Finland s maritime traffic 
and foreign trade, resulting since June 
in the total blockade of Finland’s trade 
with Transoceanic countries, the nor- 
mal conditions between Finland and 
Britain concerning trade and sea 
traffic have actually been suspended. 
Secondly, circumstances have com- 
pelled Finland to join Germany as a 
co-belligerent, while Britain has con- 
cluded a military alliance with Soviet 
Russia, and intimated her intention to 
accord to the Soviet Unien all possible 
help. In view of these facts normal 
Aplomatic relations can scarcely be 
maintained without complications. This 
opinion is evidently shared by the 
British Government, judging by that.

The text of the protocol concluded 
between Japan and the French Govern- 
ment for the joint defence of Indo- 
(hina was issued by the Board of In- 
formation late to-night. 

The protocol reads :—‘ The Impertal 
Japanese Gaovernment and the Govern- 
ment of France, taking into considera- 
tion the present international situat- 
tion, and recognising, as a result, that 
there exist reasons for Japan to con- 
sider that in vase the security 
of French Indo-China should be 
threatened, the general tranquillity in 
East Asia and her own security would 
be exposed to danger, and renewing at 
this opportunity the promise made by 
Japan, on the one hand, to respect the 
rights and interests of France in Eaat 
Asia, especially the territorial integrity 
of French Indo-China and French 
sovereignty over the whole of the 
Union of French Indo-China, and the 
promise made by France, on the other 
hand, not to conclude with amy third 
Power or Powers any agreement or 
understanding regarding Indo-China 
envisaging political, economic or mill- 
tarv co-operation which 1s directly or 
indirectly aimed against Japan, have 
agreed upon the following provisions :— 


JOINT DEFENCE 


* Firstly The two Governments 
mutually promise military co-operation 
for the joint defence of French Indo- 
China. 

‘* Secondly—The measures to be taken 
for such co-operation shall be the 
object of special arrangements. 

““liardlv—The above — stipulations 
shall he valid only so long as the situa- 
tion which motivated their adoption 
exists.”’

Mr. Sumner Welles, U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State, said at his Press 
Conference to-day that the United 
States had given no assurance to Japan 
that licences would be issued to permit 
continued trading. Explaining that 
clearance would be given to Japanese 
ships leaving U.S. ports under present 
conditions, Mr. Welles said that in- 
dividual licences would be required for 
every transaction involving Japanese 
cargoes. This also affected the purchase 
of food, fuel and any other goods re- 
quired by Japanese ships in U.S. ports. 

When asked whether Japan had been 
given an assurance that these licences 
would be issued, Mr. Sumner Welles 
emphatically declared that no such 
promises had been given.

A Senate Naval Committee report 
released to-day quoted Colonel Frank 
Knox, United States Secretary for the 
Navy, ag saving that the captain of 
a United States destrover dropped 
three depth charges off the coast of 
Greenland when he believed he was in 
possible danger of attack from a sub- 
marine. 
The Committee recommended that no 
further investigation be made of news- 
paper reports of ‘‘shooting by American 
naval units in the Atlantic and con- 
voving of British merchantmen.”

Knox said that the destrover had 
rescued sixty survivors of a torpedoed 


steamer off Greenland, when the 
listener at the submarine  -etector 
helieved that he heard a submarine.

When President Roosevelt was asked

MR. CHURCHILL’S 
REPLY 


The Temes remarks editorially to- 
day:—Mr. Churchill has given his 
reasons for not establishing a single 
central control of war production. In 
substance they are: that to interpose 
another Minister between the three 
Supply Departments and himself would 
impede and not increase production, 
that it would cause friction and would 
not remove the necessity for access te 
the Prime Minister himself, as a final 
authority to decide differences. Mr. 
Churchill asked where was the super- 
man who, without holding the office 
of Prime Minister, was to exercise an 
over-riding control and initiative over 
the three departments, With a touch 
of humour, he suggested that when 
this embodiment of Napoleonic and 
Christian virtues was found he would 
be very glad to serve under him. 

Even in this playful aside, however, 
Mr. Churchill did not attribute to the 
supporters of a central control of pro- 
duction any intention or thought of 
getting up a rival to himself. There 
has, in fact, been no such purpose or 
desire in any quarter. It has always 
been assumed that a Minister of Pro- 
duction or the Chairman of the Pro- 
duction Executive, given adequate 
authority—-whoever he might be— 
would be subordinate to the Prime 
Minister, in no sense a rival and not 
trenching an inch on the great field 
of national defence, which is the 
Prime Minister s prerogative. But he 
would be a colleague to relieve the 
Prime Minister of some of his ouerous 
responsibilities by devoting himself en- 
tirely to the carrying out of the war 
plan in production. No eppointment 
of the kind would be possible if the 
holder did not possess the Prime 
Minister's complete confidence. 

Mr. Churchill does not see the need 
for the appointment, and he does not 
seo the man. He stands by the 
arrangement of a production executive, 
which he established at the beginning 
of the year, and he assured the House 
of Commons yesterday that during the 
last four months no case of depart- 
mental rivalry or dispute had been 
brought before the War Cabinet or 
himself. To a great extent, no doubt, 
the purpose of Mr. Churchill's speech 
was to remove possible misconceptions 
oversea of the effort which this coun- 
try is putting into war production.

Sundays back to find the face of the 
monument plastered over with cement, 
and all the information which it con- 
tained wiped out. I thought at once 
that this was a case of vandalism, but 
on making enquiries found that it was 
done officially so that, should we be 
invaded, all traces ef the locality would 
be wiped out. Was there anything 
more childish or extremely stupid? The 
bridge at Killaloe with its thirteen 
arches is still there, and can be easily 
seen from where the oratory was; the 
head-race at Parteen which the Ger- 
manus built is only a short distance 
away, and can also be easily seen, and, 
in the name of commonsense, what 
useful knowledge would the obliterated 
wording on the stone convey to the 
invader? Surely we are not afraid of 
China or Peru attacking our country 
in the present crisis. 

The whole thing looks se ridiculous 
that there cannot be any justification 
for what has been done. 

A number of tourists pass this place 
every day just now, and the residents 
of Killaloe cannot but feel humiliated 
that our Government. would permit the 
defacement of a stone which gave some 
historical information about the ancient

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“The Invasion Season” 


IS ie part of the secret of Mr. Winston 
Ohurchill’s power that he refuses fo give 
way to easy optimiem. He never has 
shown himself, since the war began, other 
than confident of victory, but im like 
manner he never has concealed his view 
that the road wijl be long and arduous, 
and that his people must be ready to 
endure severe tribulations. He never has 
said ‘‘the worst is over’; he always has 
said “ the worst is yet to come, Meet it 
like men and you will prevail.” Yester- 
day he warned the House of Commons 
against reckless confidence. TÉ is easy to 
believe that many Britons have breathed 
more deeply since Herr Hitler directed his 
colossal armies against Russia, and that 
their satisfaction has become deeper as the 
weeks haveadvanted without crediting any 
conspicuous gains to the Germans. The 
German nation ig powerful, they say, but 
surely it is not powerful enough to attack 
both Russia and England at once. Mr. 
Churchill deplores such an attitude of 
mind. He does not under-estimate his 
enemies, who have a talent for doing the 
Uitéxpected thing—or, rather, for doing 
the expected thing at the unexpected time 
—and he declines to believe that the peril 
of an invasion of England is over, ‘‘ The 
invasion season is at hand,’ he says. 
“oo. , , We have to reckon with a 
gambler’s desperation.’’ Once again he 
warns his people that their salvation lies 
with themselves. Myriads of German 
soldiers are being slaughtered by the 
Russians; millions of pounds’ worth of 
German war material, which might have 
been employed against Great Britain, is 
being consumed in the desperate fighting 


for Kieff, Moscow and Leningrad ; 
hundreds of aeroplanes which, as the 
nights begin to lengthen, might be 


dropping their cargoes upon London and 
Portsmouth and Liverpool are diverted for 
use in Eastern Europe. The German 
menace to British shipping in the Atlantic 
has lost much of its vigour; munitions are 
coming in greater quantity every day from 
the United States, and American wrath is 
advancing ‘‘to the very verge of war”; 
the threat to Egypt has been lifted. All 
these events, says Mr. Churchill, make 
for confidence: all represent a great gain 
to Britain, a correspondingly great loss to 
Germany. Nevertheless, ‘‘ these massive, 
towering facts must not lead us to suppose 
that the worst is over.” Russia and the 
United States cannot win the war for 
Britain; if she fails, all fail. There is 
no reason to assume that Herr Hitler has 
abandoned thought of the long-threatened 
invasion, The blow may fall at any 
moment. All the armed forces, contmues 
the Prime Minister, have been warned to 
have themselves “at concert pitch”’ by 
September 1st, and to maintain the utmost 
vigilance in the meanwhile. 

Is Mr. Churchill speaking from his 
heart? We have not the faintest doubt 
of it. He realises that there has been too 
much ‘‘wishful thinking’? in regard to 
this war already. Men said that the 
Germans could not break into France; yet 
they broke into France after an almost 
fantastically short campaign. Herr 
Hitler’s intelligence system is not so bad 
that he did not anticipate severe resist- 
ance by the Russians. Perhaps, it has 
been more severe than he actually was led 
to anticipate—perhaps, it will be too 
severe for him in the long run—yet he 
invaded Russia with his eyes open. He 
cannot have been so foolish as to assume 
that England would oall off the war and 
leave him and the Russians to conduct a 
new war op their own. He cannot have 
failed to realise that England would take 
advantage of his occupation with the 
Soviet Union to strengthen her own 
defences, to batter the German shipyards 
and factories, to gain control of the 
Atlantic. He must have something in his 
mind, and what can that something be 
except an attempt at the invasion of Great 
Britain? Such, we imagine, is Mr. 
Churchill's logic, and the motive for his 
warning to his Parliament and people. 
It is terribly easy to relax one’s vigilance. 
Field-Marshal von Keitel might have 
struck at the Low Countries and France 
many months before he actually did strike ; 
but he postponed the blow until the 
people of those countries and of Great 
Britain had let themselves be lulled into 
a false sense of confidence—with the 
result that the victory was won almost 
before a single German tank was on the 
road to Paris. The British, as we think, 
will not make the same mistake a second 
time; they have learned a lesson, and, if 
there is any fear of their forgetting i, 
Mr. Churchill can be trusted to give them 
a harsh reminder every now and then. 
Whether the Prime Minister has genuine 
reason to believe that invasion will be 
attempted during the autumn we do not 


know; the essence of his warning is that. 


it must come some time, and that the 
nation must be fully prepared to resist. 
Herr Hitler cannot hope to bring Eng- 
land to her knees by the slaughter even 
of the entire Russian people; even if he 
can bring the Mediterranean under his 
control while his friends, the Japanese, 
cut British communications with Aus- 
tralia, he cannot win until he has 
conquered the island itself. Sooner or 
later he must take the plunge. It will 
be a far more dangerous venture than it 
would have been a year ago, when Britain 
was well-nigh unarmed; but it must be 
made, and until it is made the rulers of 
England dare not close an eye,

French Indo-China must be protected 
against its many enemies. Since the fall 
of France this important territory has 
been virtually defenceless, and the 
Japanese Government takes the view thal 
Great Britain, China, the United States, 
and even the Dutch Hast Indies have 
designs upon its integrity. For that 
reason, no doubt, the Japanese Govern- 
ment last week demanded from France 
the use of certain bases in Indo-Chine— 
naval, aerial, and military. The idea was 
to protect Indo-China against possible 
attacks by the greedy plutocracies ; and, 
not without some misgivings, the French 
Government decided to acquiesce and to 
allow its interests in Indo-China to be 
safeguarded. It seems that the Japanese 
have lost no time in the implementation 
of their side of the bargain. Some forty 
thousand Japanese troops have been 
landed in Indo-China, which henceforward 
will be, to all intents and purposes, a 
Japanese Protectorate, and an important 
step has heen taken towards the extension 
of Japanese influence towards the South. 
This new move has been made with all 
the apparent correctness of diplomatic 
procedure. A protocol has been signed 
between Japan and France removing the 
least suspicion of force majeure, France 
and Japan mutually promise military ¢o- 
operation for the joint defence of Indo- 
China against all-comers—particularly, 
one gathers, against Great Britain and 
the United States of America. The ways 
and means whereby effect will be given 
to this co-operation will be the object of 
“special arrangements.”’ Japan will be 
punctilious in her respect for French 
sovereignty in her Far Eastern posses- 
sions; and the protocol will be valid only 
so long as the present situation of 
emergency exists, Unhappily, the Govern- 
ment of the United States does not share 
the Franco-Japanese view of this arrange: 
ment. It refuses to believe that Indo- 
China was in danger of attack, and brands 
the Japanese Government's action as 
stark aggression. Steps already have been 
taken to ‘‘freeze’’ Japanese assets in the 
United States. Japan’s export trade, which 
is of such vital importance to her people, 
is carried on nowadays almost exclusively 
with the so-called “ A.B.C.D.”’ group— 
America, Britain, China, and the Dutch 
Fast Indies; and, since all these countries 
are at one in their denunciation of the 
Japanese attitude in Indo-China, an 
economic war in the Far Fast seems to be 
inevitable. Japan has not acted hastily. 
Her Ministers have been contemplating 
the effective seizure of Indo-China for 
some time past; and we have no doubt 
that they also have counted the cost. 
Japan depends almost entirely on imports

for her raw materials, 
will of the United States 
Britain she cannot satisfy her growing 
demand for minerals and oil, and the 
possibility ‘that she will resort to force 
to get what she needs so badly cannot be 
ignored. The whole business is most un- 
fortunate, but the real victim is unhappy 
title to Indo-China no 
longer is worth a minute’s purchase. 
Under Japanese protection her sovereignty 
in the Far East will be a thing of the

Transport in Dublin 


For the last few weeks the Dublin United 
Transport Company has been particularly 
busy, not only on account of the usual 
summer rush, but also in order to cope 
with the extra amount of work which has 
been left to it as a result of the reduc- 
tion in the railway services; but from 
now on it scems that the people in most 
suburban districts, at any rate, will have 
to find some new mode of transport. It 
has been announced that the amount of 
crude oil available for the Dublin United 
Transport Company is to be reduced sub- 
stantially as from the first of August, and 
that consequently the ‘bus services will 
have to be curtailed to a great extent. 
The reductions will come into force almost 
immediately, and will, it is learned, affect 
the Bank Holiday week-end. Thus a 
number of people who were relying on 
the ’buses to take the place of the train 
services which have been—to use the 
vernacular—taken off, will be disappointed, 
and either will have to remain in the 
city or travel by bicycle. The people were 
not, however, unprepared for such an 
eventuality. They have known all! along 
that the supplies of fuel in this country— 
however great they may be—cannot last 
for ever, and, although a certain amount 
of fuel may be imported from time to 
time, one cannot expect the "buses to 
continue to operate as in the days of 
peace ; and one cannot be surprised if there 
are even greater “cuta ” in both the rail- 
way and the ’bus service at a later date. 
It is certainly unfortunate that the crisis 
for both companies should happen at the 
present time, when every available form 
of transport is needed to get the mothers 
and children from the slum areas of the 
city out to the seaside or to the country 
during their week-ends; but it is more 
important that the fuel in the country 
should be conserved, to be used at a later 
date in the best interests of the country. 
Great as the present need may be, the 
need at a later date may be even greater, 
and for that reason the services must be 
curtailed at present. It will make matters 
a great deal easier both for the Transport 
Company and for the passengers if every- 
body uses the service to its best advantage. 
Those who have bicycles should cycle as 
often as possible, especially during the 
rush hours. Those who live near enough 
to their offices to walk to and from work 


should do so; certainly nobody sheuld fill |. 


a seat in a ‘bus by taking a penny ride 
during the rush hours, when there are 
people who have to travel several miles 
left waiting at the ’bus-stop. It is ohly 
by small sacrifices that the reduced services 
can be spread ont to fill the whole sity’s

Japanese Loans 


The decline in the value of Japanese 
Government Loang here is greater than 
would appear from the record of daily 
losses of one to five points. The question 
now is whether Japan will default on her 
Government securities, as present prices 
discount the non-payment of the half- 
yearly interest, which does not, however, 
become payable until January. The 
general reaction means a very serious loss 
to individual British investors, though 
there is one redeeming point. During 
recent years the Japanese Treasury has 
provided sinking funds to repatriate a 
large amount of the country’s foreign 
debt, and it is possible that the 
accumulated sterling balances held in 
London may enable the official agents of 
the Government to meet the coupons of 
the comparatively small amount of 
Japanese debt held ontside the country.

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AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Looking Back 


Fifty-four years ago Roscommon sent a 
remarkable man to represent the Southern 
constituency in the House of Commons. Í 
have stumbled across the details of his life 
in the pages of a parliamentary supple 
ment to the Pall Mall Gazette of those 
days. 

Mr. James O'Kelly, it said, has pro- 
bably had the most adventurous career of 
any man of modern times who has set 
foot in the House of Commons. He was 
born in Dublin in 1845, educated at T.C.D. 
and at the Sorbonne, after which he 
passed into the French Army. After the 
fall of Paris in 1870, French military life 
no longer afiorded sufficient excitement for 
him, and ‘he, therefore, ‘‘adopted the 
profession of a journalist,” and proceeded 
to New York, where he was speedily 
swallowed up by that journalistic octopus, 
the New York Herald. 

As its correspondent he went to Cuba, 


where, in defiance of the anthorities’ 
mandate, he crossed over into the 
insurgent lines. In a subsequent engage- 


ment he was taken prisoner, and flung 
into the deepest dungeon beneath the 
castle wall, so to speak. 


Death or Glory 
As a matter of sober fact, the aice 
a 


tion goes on, he was confined in horrib 
cachots, with all sorts of dreadful con- 
comitant circumstances, in the hope, it is 
stated, that he would save the authorities 
further trouble by passing over to another 
line—that of the great majority. 

The last effort to accomplish this 
amiable purpose was to immure him in a 
cell adjoining that of a prisoner dying of 
yellow fever. - No wonder Masses were 
sung for his soul in his native town. He 
escaped, however, and, to vary the 
monotony of life, joined the United States 
troops in several campaigns against Sitting 
Bull and his bloodthirsty Sioux Indians. 

The account next says that O'Kelly then 
tried to find death or glory in Algiers 
and afterwards in Mexico, and last of 
all he thought he would pay the Mahdi 
a visit, started, and was soon lost in the 
“far waste Soudan.’’ For months nothing 
was heard of him, and Masses were again 
sung for his soul. Suddenly he turned up 
on the Nile and resumed the writing of 
brilliant articles for the Daily News. 

A couple of months later, concludes the 
account, he walked into the Lobby of the 
House ‘‘ bearded like a pard,’’ and was 
naturally refused admission by the door- 
keeper. Mr. O'Kelly has no fixed 
address ; in the thick of the fight you will 
find him.

ONE THOUSAND DONORS 
ON DUBLIN PANEL 


The Dublin Blood Transfusion 
vice, which was inaugurated in 1935, 
has now 1,000 donors on its panel, a 
number which represents an increase

The House was crowded when Mr. 
Churchill rose to make his statement. 
He immediately made it clear that the 
system of administration and produc- 
tion which he explained to the House 
in January was to continue unchanged, 
declaring: ‘‘ change for the sake of 
change is to be deprecated.”’ 

In his capacity as Minister. of 
Defence he prepared for the War 
Cabinet during the first three months 
of this year a revised general scheme 
bringing together the whole of the 
munitions production and import pro- 
gramme, and prescribing the largest 
reasonable target at which they ought 
to aim. This war supply Budget for 
1941 received the final approval of the 
War Cabinet on March 31, and there- 
after became mandatory with all de- 
partments. 

‘The picture so lnridly drawn of 
the chaotic and convulsive struggles of 
the three Supply Departments, without 
guidance or design,” said the Premier, 
‘1s one which will, no doubt, be pleas- 
ing to our enemies, but happily has no 
relation to the facts.” 


WAR ORGANISATION 


The whole industry of the country, 
with inconsiderable instances which 
might soon be picked up and absorbed, 
was working under Government 
authority. 

' We are not a Totalitarian State,’ 
said the Premier, '' but we are steadily 
and, I believe as fast as possible, work- 
ing ourselves into total war organisa- 
tion. When we are given fantastic in- 
stances of the lack of vrganisation, or 
of the inter-departmental rivalry in 
some of the shops and factories, when 
these are all bunched to make an ill- 
smelling posy, it is just as well to re- 
member that the area of disputation 
is limited, circumscribed and constantly

WHISPERING 
CAMPAIGN

QUITE UNTRUE 
Replying to a criticism by Mr. Garro 
Jones (Lab., Aberdeen), that orders 
had been placed with the Umited States 
for aircraft without ancillary equip- 
ment, Mr. Churchill said that, so far 
as British orders were concerned, this 
was quite untrue. The position had 
arisen through Britain taking over 
French orders in the condition in which 


they were prepared for the French. 
These orders (Mr. Churchill described 
them as a ‘‘windfall’’) differed in 


many important specifications from the 
British orders. and many modifications 
had to be made. 


MUCH HARM DONE 


““An inquiry to the Ministry con- 
cerned would have elicited an imme- 
diate explanation,’ said the Premier. 
“When allegations of this sort are 
given publicity in Parliament by a 
member speaking from the front bench 
the uninformed American citizen must 
come to the conclusion that there is 
incompetence, utter disorganisation and 
absolute incapacity in the conduct of 
our munition business, and this 
opinion, so damaging to us, would be 
made entirely on a misconception and 
a misunderstanding. 

“This opinion is not held by the 
American authorities, but .outside 
America, where there is a vigorous 
campaign against that pursued by the 


President, I fear that harm has been 
done which cannot easily be: over- 
taken.” 


PRODUCTION OF 
AIRCRAFT 


“I am glad to tell the House that 
our spring and summer fashions nn air- 
craft—(laughter)—are this year farther 
ahead of contemporary German pro- 
duction than they were last year. We 
have confronted the enemy in 1941 with 
fighter aircraft which, in performance, 
celling and, above all, gun armament, 
have left our pilots with the old, aud 
even with an added, sense of technical 
superiority.” 

Announcing that the Government 
accepted nearly all the »ecommenda- 
tions of the Select Committee which 
visited the filling factories, the Premier 
said although they had been making 
many millions of shells, there were still 
several millions of shells and their com- 
ponents mot yet filled.

" We are met in the midst of big- 
scale events,’ he said, “and their de- 
velopment is by no means wholly un- 
favourable to ua. Four great com- 
munities are moving ever closer together 
in their determination to withstand the 
common menace of Hitler and of any 
who work for him. The U.S.S.R., 
China, the United States of America 
and the British’ #Mmpire are surely 
pretty formidable obstacle to aggres- 
sion. 

‘It may be this sense of events to 
come which 1s causing a new note to 
creep into Hitler's propaganda. Now 
he is trying desperately to keep a 
promise. It is a promise that he has 
made to the German people; a proinise 
that the war shall end this year in a 
victorious German peace. In an at- 
tempt to fulfil it Hitler has embarked 
upon his Russian campaign. 


TWO OBJECTIVES 


“He seeks two objectives in these 
vast Russian spaces—first, to smash 
speedily Russia's military power; 
second, in the pose of the Sir Galahad 
of anti-Communism. to offer a German 
peace tc the world. Hitler's time- 
table for the first objective is plainly 
already out of joint. The. Russians 
are putting up a magnificent resistance, 
which clearly exceeds the German cal. 
culations and many other calculations 
also. 

“A peace with Hitler is a contradic- 
tion in terms. There can be no peace 
with such a man: there can only be a 
truce, an uneasy truce, which will give 
him time to overhaul and oil his war 
machine 


THE MIRAGE 


“ Hitler will never abandon war; he 
will only interrupt it as a matter of 
tactics or of lór, rae necessity. We 
must not underrate the attractions of 
the mirage which will dazzle our eyes. 
The business will be cleverly staged. 
The offer of a compromise peace will 


be a monument of moderation and 
sweet reasonableness and hypocrisy. 
“It wil) promise many things to 


many peoples, perhaps even Jiberation 
to some of the occupied countries, 
maybe the restoration of France to her 
place as a great lower, recognition— 
indeed, perhaps, a guarantee—of the 
British Empire. 


BARRING THE ROAD 
“Such an offer in itself should 
suffice to warn us, for few are the 


nations that have survived a Hitler 
guarantee of their integrity. His 
enmity is less dangerous than his 
friendship. Germany, we shall be 


told, will be ready as a good neigh- 


bour and a good European to co- 
operate in the restoration of trade. 
This is a man who conducts his 


diplomacy with two sets of weapons— 
guns and olive branches. The olive 
branches served for years to mask the 
guns when it suited Hitler’s purpose. 
They brought us to deadly danger. 
They will soon be in evidence again. 

“ But, what would be the value of 
any promises given by such a man?” 


Would Norway, Holland, Belgium, 
Poland, Yugoslavia, Greece, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Russia believe him? Above 


all, would this country believe him, 
knowing, as she does, that she always 
and inevitably stands in his way, 
barring the road to world domination. 


“STARK TRUTH” 


“The stark truth is that any peace 
or truce with Hitler would last just 
as long as Hitler chose for the execn- 
tion of his own plans. It would be 
a denial of everything that we have 
fought and striven for for nearly two 
years. Every nation would have to 
remain at its war stations, so as not 
to be caught unawares by a sudden 
attack. 'e could never demobilise; 
we could never relax our war pre- 
parations and our war restrictions. 

So long as Hitler and his men 
rule in Germany, so long as Germany's 
military power is unbroxen, we and 
Europe, and, indeed, the world, can 
only expect lies, deceit and plots cul- 
minating inevitably in another and 
more terrible war, for Hitler is the 
embodiment of war. The only peace 
he can endure is a peace of annihila- 
tion, a peace of universal conquest— 
a victorious German peace, a peace 
that is death for freedom everywhere. 


FUEHRER’S MISSION 


«Hitler is not a rare and transient 
phenomenon in German history. He 
is the expression of the present Ger- 
man will and temper, which has shown 
itself over and over again in German 
history. It is his mission in life to 
give the German people war. It is 
all that he has to give them, and, so 
long as he is in power, the German 
eople will continue to expect war. 
hey will begin again to prepare for 
war; they will wish and work for 
war. You cannot get figs from 
thistles, and you cannot get peace from 
one of the greatest war makers. the 
world has seen. 

“Hí we are to have peace in our life- 
time the German people must learn to 
unlearn all that they hove been taught, 
not only by Hitler, but by his pre- 
decessors for the last hundred years 
by so many of their philosophers and 
teachers, the disciples of blood and 
iron.

“In the military sphere it is our 
bounden duty to ensure that Germany 
is not again in another twenty years 
in a position to plunge the world into 
the misery and horror of total war. It 
would be criminal to neglect any pre- 
caution to ensure this. Our condition 
of -peace-for Germany will, theretore, 
be designed to prevent a repetition of 
Germany's misdeeds. 

“ But it is not part of our purpose 
to cause Germany or any other country 
to collapse economically. | say that 
not out of love of Germany, but 
because a starving and a bankrupt Ger- 
many in the midst of Europe would 
poison all of us who are her neigh- 
bours. That is not sentiment, it is 
common-sense. 


KEEPING THE PEACE 


“ Europe will be in a state of exhaus- 
tion, short of materials, torn by 
hatreds, confused and doubtful of the 
road to follow. There will be a great 
task to be undertaken, and we believe 
the United States of America will help 
indeed, helping us—to defeat 
Germany; so we hope that they will 
work with us in keeping through the 
generations the peace we shall have 
won. 

‘“We have suffered bitter disillusion- 
ment between the two wars. We had 
believed, perhaps too easily, that a 
peace system that would recommend 
itself to the good-sense of all peoples 
could be planfied*and debated in the 
council room, without other effort and 
without harder sacrifice on our part. 
We have learnt that that is not so—that 
the price of peace is constant vigilance, 
readiness, courage—and we must never 
forget that lesson, The sacrifices of 
peace-times are hard, but they may be 
heartening and salutary. Thev will for 
some time to come be inevitable.

PROBLEMS AHEAD 


“It will be our duty to start at 
once on the fashioning of the world 
in such a shape that the causes of 
rivalry and hatred may be gradually 
removed and eradicated. Only in pro- 
ortion as we can be sure that this 
Renita influence is having its effect, 
shall we b eable to relax our vigilance. 
We are already beginning to formulate 
our own ideas on the shape of things 
to come, and in one sense we are 
fortunate. 

“In London are the Governments of 
many Allied Powers. They form an 
invaluable nucleus. We are already 
meeting and discussing our problems, 
though not always publicly. I hope 
that we may shortly be able to hold 
another meeting, in which we can begin 
our examination of the problems that 
‘Cease fire’ will bring. If we can 
look forward to the sympathy and co- 
shall we be able to relax our vigilance. 
America, and indeed, the American 
Continent as a whole, then we can feel 
that we are building on a solid founda- 
tian, and we can go ahead in the firm 
faith that our task will one day be 
achieved, 


“NOTHING TO CHOOSE” 


Mr. Eden spoke of the countless 
promises Hitler had broken.
